—According to Dr. Maclaren, of Scot- 


land, the types of insanity have changed 
with modern times. Acute delirious ma- 
nia, for instance, is comparatively rare, 
but mental enfecblcment, attended with 
paralysis, is becoming more and more 
common, as a result of the overwork and 
worry of the struggle for existence at the 
present day. 


—It is generally supposed that the 


colors of flowers arc due to so many differ- 
ent materials, each color being a chemi- 
cal combination entirely distinct from the 
others. I'rof. Schuetzer, however, now 
advances the theory that chlorophyl (the 
green coloring matter of leaves) is the 
only coloring matter which plants possess, 
and that the varying colors and shades 
arc produced by the actions of the acids 
»r alkalies of the plants upon the chloro- 
phyt. 
Experiments confirm this view, to 


which further support is given by the 
quite well established 
fact that the 


< hangcs in color of leaves in autumn are 
due to the action of their tannin upon the 
rhlorophyl. 


—Chemists have discovered that the 


presence of very minute quantities of cer- 
tain substances in certain liquids may be 
detected by means of the electric spark 
and a photographic apparatus. If the 
(oloring 
matter known as anthracene 


i-i mixed with fifty million times its 
weight of alcohol the presence of the 
color is shown by a photograph, which 
n ill »how the characteristic bands of the 
absorbed rays pertaining to anthracene. 


—Fresh charcoal has been found to ab- 


sorb ninety times its volume of ammonia 
/as. 


—The changes in level of the earth's 


Mirface, which must have been rapid and 
\ ast in early geological ages, are yet in 
progress. Aside from paroxysmal changes, 
such as the volcanic upheaval of an island 
now and then, great areas of land in dif- 
1'-rent parts of the globe are undergoing 
a slow process of elevation or subsidence. 
In Greenland, a subsidence is taking 
place. For six hundred miles from Disco 
liiy to the Firth of Igaliko, the coast has 
lii-en sinking for four centuries past. Old 
buildings and islands have been submer- 
gi-d; and the Moravian settlers have had to 
]i it down new poles for their boats, the 
did ones standing, Lyell observes, "as si- 
Irnt witnesses of the change." On the 
^ orth American coast south of Green- 
1 uul, from Labrador to New Jersey, it is 
supposed that similar changes are going 
on.

ty years a magistrate at Toronto, stated, 
to the Canadian Parliament, "that nine- 
tenths of the male prisoners, and nine- 
teen-twentieth!) of the female, are sent 
to jail by intoxicating liquors. 
In four 


years there were 25,000 prisoners in Can- 
adim jails, of whom 22,000 owed their 
imprisonment to drinking habits."

—Statistics show that one thousand 


millions of dollars are annually spent for 
liquor in the United States; that 60,000 
lives arc annually destroyed by intemper- 
ance); 100,000 men and women are yearly 
senl to prison in consequence of strong 
drink; 200,000 children are sent to the 
poor-house, HOO murders are committed; 
200,000 orphans are bequeathed to pri- 
vot< and public charity. 
The army of 


000 OoO drunkards would make a proces- 
sion of nearly one-half the circumference 
of tlie globe. 


Tlie uuinbcr of murders and suicides 


stati'd in the above item must represent 
only those directly ascribed to liquor in 
the official examinations. 
Certainly, if 


made to coverall these indirectly induced 
by tlie use of liquor, the number would 
be increased several fold. 


—A Pennsylvania paper says: "In Pot- 


ter county, in this State, in which no 
licenses to sell liquor have been granted 
since 1852, fourteen out of twenty-six 
townships levied no poor-tax whatever for 
the year 1870. The jail is empty the 
greater part of the time. The cost of 
boarding prisoners for 1879 was $00.30, 
and the commonwealth court costs for the 
same year were $448.87." These are 
some of the results of doing without rum 
shops. 


— On the authority of a London peri- 


odic il, we would state, "that in the whole 
of 
i he United Kingdoms of England, 


Scotland and Ireland, not a single mem- 
ber of a temperance society has fallen a 
pre} to the cholera, while it has slain in 
thes'j islands not less than than 10,000 
persons. In Montreal, Canada, out of 
350 entire abstinence men, but one died 
of this plague, though from that city it 
has carried into eternity nearly 1,500 
others." 


A .gain : Not only do hard drinkers full

Ardent spirits in any sh ipe and in any 
quantity have been highly detrimental". 
There seems to be a natural alliuity be- 
tween the cholera and ardont spirits.''

It is a work of courage and generosity 


to labor for the pecuniary, social, intel- 
lectual and moral improvement of any- 
considerable body of persons. 
How to do 


so, under the most favorable circumstan- 
ces, has challenged the wisdom of many 
good men, and so continues to this time. 


Our forefathers were prompted by their 


courage and religion to leave their native 
land and found a colony at Plymouth. 
The event made an impression upon the 
world unequaled by the action of any 
similar number of men. 
And the same 


in some degree may be said of the other 
colonies founded here before they grew 
to the dignity and strength of States. 
Allow me, however, to turn your atten- 
tion to colonies organized in a smaller 
way by a more limited number of individ- 
uals. 
That of Greeley, in Colorado, has 


attained quite a success, though founded 
in a rigorous climate. It has one rule, how- 
ever, in addition to those which usually 
govern colonies, and that is the prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of spirituous 
liquors. I believe the same rule obtains 
in Vineland, New Jersey. 
The colony of 


Rugby has also been recently established 
in Tennessee, in a good climale, but on a 
thin, sandy soil, in a dense wilderness, 
eight miles from a railway. It will re- 
quire years of patient toil and waiting 
before it is equally fit for the plow, and 
then not half so valuable as the free 
prairies, whoso rich grasses yield a profit 
from their first occupancy. 
The only 


rule adopted at llugby from those ordi- 
narily governing communities, is that 
they live/oj- each other, instead of upon 
each other. 


More than a hundred years ago a young 


parson, Jean Frederic 
Oberlin, took 


clurge, as pastor, of the ulhges in the 
Ban dj la Roche, Alsaco. 
This district, 


Ijing in the Vosges mountains (so my au- 
thority says), contains about 9,000 acres 
o'f land, or less than four mibs square of 
sterile, rocky soil; with no roads except 
difficult mule paths. 
The people were 


poor, ignorant and indolent, with but lit- 
tle knowledge of agrictlture. Their lan- 
guage was mere provincial jargon. Ober- 
lin spent his long life among them. 
Through his influence good roads, bridges 
and comfort ible dwellings were erected. 
Schools were established in which all the 
children and many of tlte adults were 
taught. 
Agriculture and horticulture 


were greatly improved, and this desolate 
region became a garden, producing vege- 
tables and fruits for export ition, notwith- 
standing its dense population. The French 
language come to be spoken with as much 
purity as in the large cities of France; 
and in morality, culture and religion this 
heretofore ignorant people became a 
model for the rest of France. 


I cite this to show what the courage 


and benevolence of one man, under ad- 
verse circumstances, accomplished, and 
what may not then reasonably be expect- 
ed from the combined exertions of ten or 
a hundred men, starting and co-operating 
under the most favorable 
conditions? 


Christians band together for worship; 
Christians have formed communities un- 
der the laws of the land for protection 
and fellowship; but nowhere upon the 
face of the earth, so far as I know, have 
men formed a community to govern them- 
selves by the fundamental law of Christi- 
anity. 


The conditions of a successful colony I 


think, can be briefly outlined. First, lo- 
cate in a genial, healthy climate, such as 
may be found near the 36th or 37th par- 
allel, upon which Nashville, Tenn., is 
nearly located. It is true the centre of pop- 
ulation, divided by a line running east 
and west, is on the 40th parallel, about 
where our town of Bristol is situated, but 
it started much farther north and is grad- 
ually working south; and, other things 
being equal, the population eventually 
will be densest on the 36th or 37th paral- 
lel. In the second place, a rich soil 
is of prime necessity to attain the 
highest success. This now is very easy 
to obtain. 
Instead of locating on a thin 


soil of heavily timbered land, as in Ten- 
nessee, select the rich prairies of South- 
ern Missouri, or Southern Kansas, v.-here 
nature has prepared it for the hand of 
man, so that all the results of agriculture 
may begin to be gathered so soon as work 
commences. 
To a genial climate and 


rich soil, add the blessing of plenty of 
good water. 
Nature having supplied 


these three of her choicest gifts, it rests 
with man to make the best use of them. 


I would suggest the following as, per- 


haps, the most feasible plan that pre- 
sents itself. Take a township of land 
as surveyed by Government, which is six 
miles square, containing 30 sections o! 
one mile each, or G40 acres to the section 
or a little over 23,000 acres to the town- 
ship. 
This will divide into quarter-sec- 


tions, making ICO acres to each farm ol 
14-t farms. This land is capable, under a 
lugh degree of culture, of subsisting a 
population 
of six 
thousand persons. 


Now let any number of men, from 10 
to 144, purchase this township, divide it 
as indicated, and near its centre establish 
its necessary shops, co-operative stores 
and station for the transaction of its bus- 
iness. 


What use then ihall this land be put to 


to the greatest advantage to the commu- 
nity? A very wise man advised his friend 
to connect himself, if he would be suc- 
cessful, to some large eating interest, for 
while it was possible for all sorts of trades 
and mercantile pursuits to decline or de- 
cay, the eating interest would never 
cease. It may be asked, what industry 
could be adopted which would give uni- 
versal and equal employment and equal 
profits, according to the amount of capi- 
tal invested, to a community thus estab- 
lished? I reply, one need not go farther 
than Hulmeville to see the matter fully 
exemplified, in the successful and very 
profitable establishment of their creamery. 
If it will pay better than any other busi- 
ness on land valued at f 100 and more per 
acre, what may be hoped for it by using 
$5 or $10 land of a better quality, when 
one cent per pound will put the commod- 
ity in competition in the same markets of 
New York and Philadelphia1 


It is not the idea here to hold land in 


common. 
No, let every man be free to 


go and come—owning his own land, and 
if need be, selling his own produce in any 
market he chooses; but make the best 
possible market for him, and give him 
equal opportunity to enjoy its facilities, 
and he will soon find that as all men know 
more than any one man, so all men work- 
ing unitedly for the common good can do 
better for each one, than each operating 
singly can do for himself. 


Now, in relation to the government of 


a colony, which, after all, is its chief 
source of success, after securing its great 
natural advantages of good air, land and 
water : At Greeley we find the prohibi- 
tion of the sale and manufacture of spir- 
ituous liquors essential to its well-being. 
At Rugby, its chief law is to live and 
work for each other. Why not adopt 
both of these laws, and add thereto the 
great law "In all tilings whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so unto them." I would ask, is this 
rule merely a glittering generality, a fig- 
ure of speech, that men should not con- 
form to it, instead of a rule of conduct' 
ily friends, it is a verity—a truth. 
Yet 


nut since the formation of human society, 
so far as I know, has any community 
adopted it as their law of action. 
It is 


not Utopian, but the very essence of per- 
fect government: and though we may nut 
be able fully to conform to the law, yet I 
venture to assart that a community sub- 
mitting to its adoption will more nearly 
conform to its requirements than this 
present community does to the laws insti- 
tuted for their government here in the 
State of Pennsylvania. 
And if but one 


man, with a part of the courage and be- 
nevolence of tlie good Oberlin, should 
undertake the beneficent work that has 
made his name to be spoken with love 
and gratitude by those whose fathers lie 
led out of the depths of ignorance and 
indofence, and should give even five years 
of his otherwise monotonous life deliver- 
ing equal precepts to unequal minds, then 
untold generations of the successors of 
this Christian colony would hold his mem- 
ory in like esteem 
and 
veneration. 


Would that tlie Master would put it into 
the heart of some man. to see his duty, 
and do it too. 


The memory of early happiness is a 


treasure-house of sweet comforts and con 
solations. Its pure, simple, earnest joy 
become wells to draw from whenever w< 
.sit down in thirst and weariness by th 
dusty highway of life. 
Of this one goo< 


the world can never cheat us. The sun- 
shine of those days reaches across our lit- 
tle stretch of life, and mingles its rays 
with those which beam from the heavei 
of our hope. 
The actual present of aduli 


life, and the materials which enter into 
it, are made up of, reminiscence more 
than we generally suppose. We rumi- 
nate, like the kine. We lay up in the re- 
ceptacles of memory abundance of undi- 
gested material, which we recall and ap- 
propriate to our refreshment and nour- 
ishment; and this process of reminis- 
cence—of living over again—grows upon 
us as we grow into years, till it becomes 
our all. 
.Exhausted power has no re- 


source but to dwell upon its old play and 
its old achievements. How sad he is who 
can never go back to his childhood with- 
out a shudder; who can never recall a pe- 
riod when his life was filled with sweet 
and simple satisfaction!

podophyllum* and more like peppermint 
than either one of them, he is liable to 
trust a good deal to luck and put in that 
which is the least injurious.

clerk cares to lose a good position by not 
being able to read a stroke of lightning; 
and the result is he puts up something 
and then charges enough more to make 
up for what he does not know. There 
are forty-eight millions of people in this 
country whose lives, to a great extent 
rest on prescription clerks; and the Eas- 
tern society wlio have flung their banner 
to the breeze and sounded the death of 
dead languages, will be embalmed in the 
hearts of a grateful posterity. They are 
doing a noble- work. Dead languages are 
well enough for dead people, but they 
are eminently out of place in this age of 
animated things.

Their perfect 


proportions give them a handsome ap- 
pearance. 
They are constructed very 


near the ground, giving them great ad- 
vantage of safety. 
The cars have an aisle 


with one seat on each side, in the same 
manner as ordinary cars have two seats. 
The length of the cars allows thirty seats, 
each person having a seat to himself. 
The cars are supplied with closets, water 
tank, ore heated by steam and have all 
the modern improvements. 
They weigh 


but four and a half tons, ordinary cars 
weighing on an average eighteen tons. 
Tho trains run at the rate of twenty miles 
an hour with perfect safety. 
The en- 


gine is placed behind the tender, giving 
greater adhesion to the track. 
They 


weigh eight tons, and draw two passen- 
ger and two baggage cars. 
The cost of 


the road was about f 4,500 per mile.

Take a piece half the 
size of an < gg of the best butter and let 
it heat to bubbling point over the fire 
Stir into it a spoonful of milk and enougli 
flour to make it of the consistency o! 
drawn butter sauce. 
Then when thor- 


oughly cooked add a beaten egg and the 
chopped chicken and pepper and salt to 
taste. Spread it out on a platter to tlie 
thickness nf a little less tlmn an inch 
Let it get raid. Then when wanted forn 
the croquettes with the hands, dip them 
in cracker crumbs and fry in hot lard 
A wire basket which can be dipped into 
the lard is good to fry croquettes in.
